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FM  SETS  AND  THE  MAIN  CHANCE 

The  supply  of  good,  inexpensive  FM  receivers  in  radio 
stores  is  slight,  and  that  of  FM  tuners  (receivers 
without  amplifiers  or  speakers,  which  play  through  a 
regular  radio)  is  even  worse.  From  $57  up  one  can  get 
a  good  AM-FM  table  model  set,  and  an  excellent  tuner 
is  available  for  about  $^9  —  but  they  are  hard  to 
find.  This  state  of  affairs  has  deluged  KPFA  with  in- 
quiries and  demands. 

In  an  effort  to  relieve  the  shortage  for  its  own 
listeners,  KPFA  has  made  tentative  arrangements  for 
production  of  a  good  FM  tuner  by  a  local  manufacturer. 
Two  hundred  orders  are  required  to  get  production 
started,  and  to  that  end  the  station  has  been  conduct- 
ing a  survey  of  demand.  Cost  of  manufacturing  the 
unit  would  be  about  $30,  and  its  distribution  would  re- 
quire, on  a  cost  basis,  about  $3  per  unit.  The  plan

is  simply  to  make  the  tuners  available  to  KPFA  subscri- 
bers at  cost  —  approximately  $33*  Anyone  tentatively 
interested  should,  without  obligation  to  purchase,  no- 
tify KPFA  at  once.  Actual  orders  will  be  taken  later 
when  the  survey  is  complete. 

Meantime  the  signs  and  prophecies  in  the  national 
radio  industry  follow  a  familiar  pattern  of  opportun- 
ism. Most  people  don't  know  it,  but  more  than  2  mil- 
lion FM  receivers  were  made  and  distributed  in  the  U.S. 
in  1950.  That  was  a  35$  jump  over  19^9-  The  rate  of 
production  in  early  195^-  has  maintained  this  pace. 
KPFA  has  been  receiving  rather  anxious  inquiries  from 
manufacturers  who  want  to  know  what  the  demand  is  in 
this  area  --  inquiries  which  clearly  point  to  resump- 
tion of  production  on  some  of  the  good  but  less  expen- 
sive tuners  and  FM  sets  which  were  mysteriously  with- 
drawn from  the  market  in  19^-9* 

It  will  probably  be  several  months  before  the 
effects  of  current  production  can  be  observed  in  local 
radio  stores.  It  may  be  longer  than  that  before  it 
is  reflected  in  the  sales  attitude  of  local  proprie- 
tors toward  FM.  The  best  way  to  accelerate  the  pro- 
cess is  to  march  up  to  the  local  counter  and  voice  the 
demand,  with  an  explanation  wfrv.
